A new policy has been established in 
the work and functions of the War Pro- 
duction Drive Committee. This is a policy 
which the management will follow in at- 
tempting to provide the members of the 
committee with as much information 
about the activities which the company is 
undertaking and the operations of its 
systems as possible. At some future time 
an effort will be made to outline to the 
members of the committee the effect of 
the War Labor Board and other Govern- 
mental agencies upon the operations of 
the company. » Fae ley 

The first step taken in this direction was 
the showing of the film “The War Depart- 
ment’s Report On the Status Of the War”. 
At the meeting of the War Production 
Drive Committee on March Ist, Mr. Pen- 
delton, President of the Company, gave 
a talk on “Plomb Tool, It's Status In War 
Production and Post-War Planning”. 

Mr. Pendleton’s talk was very interest- 
esting and pointed out Plomb Tool Com- 
pany alone produces one-fourth of all 
the sockets and box wrenches made in 
the U.S.A. The bulk of our production 
is going into the War Effort. At the pres- 
ent time, there are approximately 80,000 
sales orders, and we are scheduled with 
a year's work ahead of us all the time. 

In our Post-War planning, he pointed 
out that ways and means of reducing our 
costs must be found including more ac- 
curate work, less rejects, and better 
methods, as competition is going to be 
exceedingly keen. Therefore, out-smart- 
ing and out-producing our competitors 
will be a major objective. The company 
is engaged in extensive research for 
stronger, lighter and more useful tools. 
Our research laboratory and metal- 
lurgical department are the groups most 
closely allied to this work, but everyone 


can help.

INCOME TAX 


A number of employees, recently have 
inquired as to the deadline for paying 
their Income Tax, which is due on March 
15th. 

We are keeping in constant touch with 
the Internal Revenue Office, and up to the 
present time, no changes or postpone- 
ments have been made. The amount you 
owe on your 1943 Tax Return should be 
mailed NOT LATER than March 15, 1944. 


The only amount which can be held 
over until March, 1945, is ¥ of 14 of your 
1942 Tax. 

PENALTIES FOR FAILURE TO FILE 
RETURN— 

Sec. 291; 19.291-1 — Of the Federal 
Law, reads: 

“Unless it is shown that such failure is 
due to reasonable cause and not due to 
willful neglect, the penalty is 5% addi- 
tional to the tax if the delay is for not more 
them 30 days, with an additional 5% for 
each additional 30 days or fraction there- 
of, not to exceed 25% in the aggregate.”

First thing he did with his $300 dis- 
charge money was to invest $100 of it in 
Plomb Tools, saying that these were 
exclusively used by his particular group 
in the South Pacific war area.” 

This incident may be a “prediction cf 
things to come” as soldiers with mechani- 
cal training are discharged from active 
service. Countless thousands of young 
men, many of whom have never before 
used hand tools in their daily activities, 
have received thorough iraining in their 
use in the various theaters of war, and 
when they return to ihe United States 
will not retum to their former jobs (soda 
jerkers, floor walkers, store clerks, bank 
tellers) but will seek a place in auto- 
motive or aviation industries. The poten- 
tial market for Plomb Tools created by 
this shift of men from casual to skilled 
employment may be widespread enough 
to cause more than a ripple in production 
and sales requirements.
